pared with 7,666 from the’ United 
States to Canada, are mis zy and 
do not represent the actual traffic. 

The Washington figures, it -was 
stated, are head tax statistics. Many 
’ Canadians entering the United States 
to work for & few months or on brief 
-holidays are registered as having 
paid head taxes. Their Geparture, 
however, is not recorded unless they 
‘return to the immigration office for 
a rebate on the amount deposited.

THE NEEDIEST CASES. 

It is pleasing to note in the letters 
accompanying contributions to the 
Hundred Neediest Cases, as printed in 
yesterday’s Trmzs, that it ie the spe- 
cial plight of a given family that chief- 
ly calls forth the gifts: This is true 
whether the sums are large or small. 
The man Who drew his check for 
$1,000, with more to follow, was par- 
ticularly interested-in cases of which 
he specified the numbers. But the 
same interest was in the mind of the 
children who gave up ‘half their 
Christmas money to the fund. It ts 
the individual appeal that tells, and 
this it has been the hope of THE 
Times to enhance by the manner of 
printing the separate cases. 

Charity of this kind may properly 
be thought of as an investment.

THE HALT IN BRITISH NAVAL 
CONSTRUCTION. 

The British people, who have been 
brought up on the assurance that 
England will always be mistress of the 
seas, are beginning to have their 
doubts, because the Admiralty has 
stopped building capital ships and, be- 
sides finishing minor cruisers, is 
merely tinkering, as anxious critics 
would put it, with. six new destroyers 
and nine submarines. According to 
the Annapolis service publication, the 


“| United States has fifty-two destroyers 


and forty-nine submagines under con- 
struction, and twelve more destroyers 
and seven submafines have been au- 
thorized. This American activity in 
building hornets and “‘ subs” must 
excite Vice Admiral Sir Percy Scorrt, 
who agrees with the view of the late 
Lord Frsumr that capital ships, now 
so vulnerable to the torpedo, should 
be scrapped: ‘' What is the use of 
the battlesLip?” is Sir Prrcr’s dis- 
dainful question. He has many sup- 
porters, most of them outside the 
navy,-as he is now, and they. wonder 
why Great Britain, since she is taking 
a “holiday” in big ship construc- 
tion, does not at Jeast compete with 
the United States in turning out de- 
stroyers and submarines. The de- 
stroyers mastered the submarine in the 
great war, and with their torpedoes 
they may be a greater menace, in 
battle at any rate, to the capital ship. 

An Admiralty that builds no more 
dreadnoughts for the present and lags 
far behind the United States in new/ 
construction of not only dreadnoughts 
but destroyers submarines natur- 
ally has many angry. critics in Eng- 
land; Scorr and his adherents would 
be jubilant if the Admiralty expanded | 
the navy by rushing the cheaper sur- 
face and. subsurface torpedo carriers 
into the water. There is a school in 
Engiand\that puts its faith in sea- 
planes armed with bombs and torpe-

POLITICAL BANKING. é 

The. Senate’s second thoughts “are 
wiser. It dropped the proposed “‘ di- 
rections "to those intrusted with the 
highest and most delicate financial 
functions. It also dropped the limi- 
tation of the inflationary accommoda- 
tions to our agricultural producers. 
The Secretary of the Treasury is still 
‘* directed ” to revive the activities of 
the War Finance Corporation, and the 
Federal Reserve Board is informed of 
the opinion of Congress that the board} 
should act so as to permit ‘* liberal 
extensions of credit to farmers” by 
rediscounts upon agricultural collat- 
eral. Naturally the yeas came from 
the States where the farms are the 
dominant interests and the nays from 
the manufacturing . States,.. The vote 
is one of interests rather than parties, 
but the issue is one which should be, 
must be, settled by economics rather 
than. politics. Votes in.or out of Con- 
gress are but an idle wind in effect 
upon markets, and we are in a position 
where markets need help more than 
producers. In the preserice of a sur- 
plus of exportable products it is unwise 
to assist any interest to keep the 
goods off the market. 

The resolution recites that the 
farmers ate unable to sell. at prices 
which will cover their costs of produc- 
tion and that the foreign importers 
‘are unable to buy for lack of pur- 
chasing power. The indicated remedy 
is not to help the farmers to hold 
their crops out of reach of those who 
are starving, but to help those who 
ar? willing to sell at the market to 
trade with those who are willing to 
buy at the market, taking precautions. 
that the markets are free and: that 
the credits are made on banking prin- 
ciples.. The,farmers are no more dis- 
tressed than the retailers and. are less 
distressed than those foreign buyers 
who still are taking our products by 
billions, without the help of Congress 
or the War Finance. Corporation. 
Buyers and sellers will be helped more 
by the $100,000,000 Foreign Trade 
Financing Corporation, and others like 
it, than by any measures designed to 
help either party to the “bargain of 
purchase and sale to coerce the other. 

It is no better for the War Finance 
Corporation to hold the crops than for 
the farmers to hold them. It is as 
bad for banks to enable retailers to 
hold their surpluses as_to help the 
farmers to do so.. But even the re- 
vised Senate resolution favors en- 
abling the farmers to hold their crops 
until the market suits them, and there 
are pending other Senatorial resolt- 
tions which if passed would tend to 
put our banking facilities generally in 
the condition of those of North Da- 
kota... The Senate banking is political 
banking, even if it is not partisan 
banking, and wherever that pest 
raises its head “it should be firmly. 
met. The Senate resolution must yet 
run the gauntlet of the House. The 
prospect of the President’s signing it 
may be remote, in consideration of the 
position of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury that private banking is able to 
deal with the situation better than 
Government banking. These views 
are: not . unsympathetic toward the 
farmers, but the country should no 
more be sacrificed to the farmers than 
the farmers to the country. Even as- 
suming the passage and signature of 
the resdlution, its effect would be 
tempered. It is not to be supposed 
\that the Federal Reserve Board or the 
War Finance Corporation would resign 
its functions to Congress, or would 
alter its’ discretion’ by directions, It 
is not a ease of military discipline and 
tire officials concerned are not of the 
‘calibre of top sergeants.

partment. To both commerce and 
diplomacy. a prime requisite is quick 
and sure communications with . the 
outer world—above all a wide inter- 
play of ‘knowledge concerning the 
soberer facts of the time. That is 
where the telegraph company comes 
in, and the State Department—not to 
mention torpedo boats and marines. 

Mr. CARLTON says: 
‘* abroad long enough to know. that 
‘**there is only one uninfluenced 
** source of news, and that is the press 
* associations of the United States.’ 
But owing very largely to the lack of 
cables. the whole truth does not 
appear in the foreign press. Few ex- 
ercises in modésty are.more strenuous 
than for an American to read home 
news in the papers of London or 
Paris. What he finds is mainly tales 
of romance and of crime, roughly 
substantiating the pictures of us in 
the movies. It would help our trade 
and pave the way for general interna- 
tional understanding if the truth about 
us could be made whole. In the out- 
posts of civilization we cut an even 
humbler figure. Mr. CARLTON added 
that it is essential to our pros- 
perity and peace to make ourselves 
really known in Middle Europe and 
Scandinavia, in South America and 
the Far East. ‘' Especially in the Far 
East!’ Senator Kerioaa interrupted. 

The -reason for the gunboats and 
marines at Miami is that the proposed 
cable will be mainly owned and con- 
trolled by a’foreign Power, and there- 
fore liable to a censorship harm- 
ful at times perhaps to our trade 
and diplomacy.

BERLIN, Dec. 16,—Karl Rosner, who 
Served the Kaiser as ‘‘ body historian 
and joirnalist’’ during a_ considerable 
period and till the end of the war, has 
just published a book entitled, “‘ The 
King,” reflecting his observations of the 

nale of the world tragedy and striving 
to uphold William as a man moved by 
high, if not modern or intellectual, ideals. 
Indeed, Rosner sometimes goes so far 
as to compare William to Jesus. ’ 

On the night of Sept. 18, 1918, we see 
William, overwhelmed by the staggering 
news from the front, in his workroom at 
Grand Headquarters. Rosner is trying 
to picture his -thoughts, swaying © be- 
tween hopefulness and hysterical de- 
spair. 

**Those over there [meaning the 
members of the General Staff], how- 
ever hard: their lot, maybe have at 
least one or two who-ere their equals 
te whom they may unburden their sor- 
row without losing dignity. I, William, 
have nobody and must not, because 
there Is that insurmountable barrier: X 
am King over them all; I have the 
highest office, overburdened with -re- 
sponsibilities, but also endowed with 
power to find the right way, proceed 
and lead. I should. be nothing but a= 
vain fool, an irresponsible adventurer, 
had I not this faith:in God’s grace ana 
holy knowledge of my mission. — 

**No, I have no right to spread my 
sorrows before men. In thie black hour 
I am alone.in my sorrow and must 
pray, like Crist on the’ Mount of Olives, 
while’ around Him his Apostles slept: 
‘ Father, if it be: possible, take this cup 
of bitterness from me; but not as I 
will, but as Thou wilt.’ ”’ 

Another chapter shows the demigod in 
quite a “different light.

Havenstein Paints a Gloomy 
Picture as Reparations Dis- .

TALK OF ENDING PARLEYS 


Delegates Demand Some Con-

BRUSSELS, Dec. 16 (Assoeiated
